Happy New Year! 

We haven't formally met but my name is Jonathan and I own a Film/Photo/Event Studio Facility on 
59th Street and Western Ave. I believe we have spoken on the phone a few times. I am writing to you as I am 
deeply concerned about the growing homeless encampment at the abandoned railroad tracks. Each week 
the community living in that particular area is growing. With more people moving in, there is significantly 
more trash, more drugs, needles, more human feces, biohazards, rats, and more. Up until a few weeks ago, I 
have learned to accept the status of the encampment but then things took a turn for the worse. 

A few weeks ago, both a tenant in my building community and one of my clients were held up at gunpoint at 
the railroad tracks as they were going to pick up lunch for themselves and their teams. The thieves 
demanded their money and continued to threaten their lives. As anyone would do, the tenant and my client 
handed over their money and everything else they had. They left startled, afraid, and terrorized. Needless to 
say, this client will not be returning not only to my Studio but to South LA anytime soon. 

My entire business thrives on both locals and those who live outside of South LA coming to my Studio and

renting the space. Often, it takes some convincing and reassurance that South LA is not as dangerous as 
their preconceptions lead them to believe. Not just this, but there is a wonderful community of people, 
plenty of parking, supermarkets, hardware stores, restaurants that can cater food, and much more. 
Businesses in our community benefit from the clients that rent my space. On days where there are film 
shoots or events, we can have anywhere between 40 to 300+ people. Many of my clients walk to the large 
shopping center to get food, extra materials, etc. as its only a block away. 

I was on board for moving the homeless encampment and for the increased patrols in the area prior to this 
incident but this incident has heightened my awareness for my surroundings even more and I am growing 
more concerned for the safety of those visiting the neighborhood. I understand a homeless shelter has 
opened around the corner from the animal shelter, which is a wonderful resource to try and help those who 
are currently unable to help themselves. But, it seems that no one is helping get those living on the 
abandoned tracks off the streets as the population is only continuing to grow. 

I am at a loss for what other tools or solutions there are for this specific encampment so I am turning to you 
for help. Please help me provide, at the very least, a safe environment for those people who visit South LA, 
and my business. Please help me make this area more marketable to people who will continue to bring 
business to locals in the area. I am willing to be a partner and a contributing community member to help 
resolve this growing issue. 

If you're not the right person to address this to, could you please provide me with the more appropriate 
contact so that we can help to resolve this issue as soon as possible? We live, work, and depend on this 
community to feed our families, and I'm sure I'm not only speaking for myself.
